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Continuation of 2. NOTE: With respect to the proposed claim amendments, the addition to the language "a water content of at least 
40% by weight" raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Also, the addition of this language to claims 13 
and 28 raises new issues under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph, because "the nutritional liquid" lacks antecedent basis. The addition of this 
language to claim 1 raises new issues with respect to claim 9. Claim 9 recites "at least 25%". With respect to the new matter rejections 
of record, Applicants' comments are not persuasive, because the claim language "at least 5 days" includes no upper limit while the 
examples Applicants refer to in the specification appear to all include an upper limit (See page 5 of applicants* comments which provide 
upper limits of 20, 30, 60 and 63 days. Also, see M.P.E.P. 2163.05, III. Range Limitations) . 
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
